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A WIFE'S SACRIFICE. 


ITWoO KNIFE BLADES THRUST INTO 
HER HEART. 


Iwo Fermers Proceed to Fight a Duel with Kaives 
Overa Betof Ten Cents—The Wife of One of 
the Combatants Steps Between them in 
Time to Get the Deadly Thrusts. 


NasHviL_tE, Tenn., February 18.—A terri- 
ble tragedy is reported from Shelbyville. Per- 
ry Collins, who lives in‘the vicinity on the 
river, and his neighbor, Sam Scott, were both 
in town and late in the afternoon started home 
together, both being under the influence of 
whisky. Scott isa nephew ot Cellins’ wife. 
As they neared home Scott wagered Collins 
tencents that his (Collins’) wife would not 
be at home when they got there, but 
would be at his (Scott’s)’ house. When 
the two men arrived at Collins’ house, 
abcut supper time, they found Mrs. Collins at 
home. Scott accepted an invitation to remain 
for supper, and while they were at the table a 
dispute arose between the two men about the 
bet of ten cents which they had made. Hot 


words were exchanged, and at length the lie 
was passed, when Collins threw the coffee pot 
at Scott. The two men then repaired to the 
yard to fight it out. Both drew their knives 
and were about to engage in a deadly conflict; 
but at this juncture Mrs.Collins,who had been 
an agonized witness to the difficulty, doing 
ail she could to prevent it, ran in between the 
two men just as each made a deadly thrust at 
the other with his knife. She succeeded in 
checking the difficulty by receiving both 
thrusts in her own body, and without saying 
a word, turned and walked rapidly back to 
the house and went in. The two men in their 
drunken condition did not seem to know what 
they had done, but the woman’s interference 
seemed to bring them to a realization of their 
folly in engaging in a deadly conflict about 
such a trifling matter, and they made friends, 
shook hands end started to return to the house, 
when one of Collins’ little children came 
screaming to the door, crying, “Mamma is 
dead! mamma is dead!’”’ The two men hastily 
entered the room and found Mrs. Collins lying 
on the bed waltering in her blood. Upon ex- 
amination it was found that she had two knife 
wounds, one penetrating the heart, and the 
other, a fearful gash in the back of the neck, 
The agonizing screams and moans of Mrs. Col- 
lins’ little children, of which there are several, 
at the tragic and sudden death of their moth- 
er, were heartrending. The two men were 
plunged in the deepest remorse. ‘They were 
allowed to attend the funeral of their victim, 
and rode together in a spring wagon to the 
grave. They were incarcerated in tht 
jail after the funeral, where they now are 
waiting a preliminary trial.

CABINET PROBABILITIES. 


Hon. Dan Manning Said to be Reasonably 
Sure for the Treasury Portfolio, 

Atpayy, N. Y., February 18.—Cabinet ru- 
mors and gossip over Senator Bayard’s latest 
visit to Albany continue to occupy the atten- 
tion of the politicians. The political specula- 
tors, assert that Mr. Bayard came for the pur- 
pose of signifying his acceptance of the posi- 
tion of secretary of state, while others were 
equally confident that he had declined to enter 
the cabinet. 

Statements have been sent out trom politi- 
ealand journalistic headquarters here that 
four names have been undoubtedly agreed 
upon for cabinet places—Senator Bayard, Sen- 
ator Garland, Mr. Vilas and Mr. Daniel Man- 
nipg. The last named gentleman, it was pos- 
itively asserted, will be the next secretary of 
the treasury. Authoritative statements from 
Willett street say that not asingle cabinet 
official has yet been determined upon, and 
that several days will elapse before any steps 
will be taken in that direction. This news 
comes from an entirely authentic source. 

Mr. Daniel Manning’s political future seems 
to be entirely settled, so far as the opinions of 
his Albany friends can dispose of that gentle- 
man outside of Mr. Cleveland’s official an- 
nouncement. The Evening Journal, the re- 
publican organ, is the first to compliment the 
gentleman upon his prospective promotion un- 
der the editorial caption of “Secretary Man- 
ning.”

THE ROTTEN BUREAU, 


Lhe Discovery of Rascals Who Will Have 
to Go. 

Wasnineton, February 18.—In the investi- 
tion of the reported abuses in the pension 
ureau, now proceeding before the committes 
ofthe house of representativas, Mr. Sawyer, 
wiiv hus charge of the statistic of the bureau, 
testified to-day that when Dudly became com 
missioner in 1881, the running expenses of the 
office were about $500,000 a year, and that for 
the last vear they were $2,900,000, the special 
examiners divisision alone costing during the 
ast vear about $1,000,000. He said that th 
increase in the amount of work now performed 
in the bureau over that done before Dudley 
became commissioner, is very slight. He also 
testified that the number of cases disposed of 
by the special examiners during the past six 
months, with 390 examiners at work, was 
seven per cent smaller than the number dis- 
posed of during the corresponding period last 
year, when there were but 240 examiners at 
work. 

John b, Peyton, clerk of the special exam- 
iners’ division, testified that the report of J. 
KE. Jacobs, special examiner, who, it is under- 
stood, served under Mr. Rathbone in Cincin- 
nati last fall, did not show any work done in 
the last two weeks of September, in 1884, and 
that Commissioner Clark refused to allow his 
expense account. He said that subsequentiy 
Jacobs tried to get possession of the daily re- 
ports filed by him, his request for their return 
to him being indorsed by Rathbone, but that 
Commissioner Clark refused to let him have 
them. Peyton testified further that the med- 
ical reviewer, Ross,went to Indiana six weeks 
before the last election, but only worked five 
days in instructing the examining surgeons 
during that time. He said that Ross’s work 
in Indiana closed on election day, and that 
he drew $194 for expenses in addition to his 
salary. 
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ANDREW JACKSON’S LETTERS. 


Woodbury Blair Gives the History of the 
Present Quarrel. 

WasHincton, February 18.—Woodbury 
Blair was interviewed to-day concerning the 
ownership of General Jackson’s papers. In 
the course of his replies said: 

‘There never was any question during the life 
time of the adopted son of Andrew Jackson, and, | 
believe, not until within the past year and a half, 
when a money value was placed upon the 
papers by the invention of certain congressmen 
to secure their possession by congress. I have pos- 
itively refused to sell the papers, and itis my in. 
tention, in connection with my brother, to cull 
from the letters of a private nature, which should 
not be made public under any circumstances, and 
editand publish those of a publie nature. There 
is no profit in the scheme, but it is not a question 
of dollars and cents, I have expressed 
a willingness to give the public correspondence to 
the Massachusetts historical society, or 1 would 
present it to the Smithsonian institute, or to the 
congressional library, if they could be pases in 
the bands of Mr. Spofford, but I am unwilling that 
they should be controlled by congress. hese 
vapers Were given to my grandfather, Francis P.

THE BRITISH RETREAT. 


THE ENGLISH IN FRONT OF ME- 
TBEMNBH FLY FOR SAFETY. 


4 Probability that They Will Gave to Fall Back 
Upon Korti—The Mahdi Advancing in State 
With Sixty Thousaud Men—Other Gen- 
eral Incidents of the Day, Etc. 


Loypox, February 19.—Reports from Abu 
Klea, dated on the evening of the 13th inst., 
states that General Buller announced his in- 
tention to evacuate his position near Gubat, 


and withdrew his whole force to Abu Klea, 


which isa better strategetic position. After 
rendering Gordon’s two steamers useless by 
removing their machinery, the whole force 
started on the morning of the 14th instant 
across the desert, and arrived at Abu 
Klea nex day without firing a 
shot. The men are in 
a cheerful frame of mind. They prefer walk- 
ing to camel riding. The Arabs, who were 
massed inand around Metemneh, did not 
notice this movement for several hours after 
Gubat had been deserted. The British will 
retire to Gakdul wells, and may possibly con- 
tinue the retreat to Korti in order to con- 
centrate the force there under command of 
General Wolseley fora fresh advance. Lord 
Charles Beresford displaced the machinery 
of the steamers in such a 
way as = to make it impossible 
for El Mahdi’s troops to use them without 
leaving them incapable of being repaired when 
the British return. The total force of Abu Klea, 
including the Egyptians and Soudanese, now 
amounts to 1,900 men, with 1,500 camels. The 
water supply is not sufficient for the men and 
camels.

THE NILE BOATS CONDEMNED AS USELESS, 

Lonpox, February 18.—Colonel Sir Redivera 
Butler telegraphs that a convoy of wounded, 
in charge of General Talbot, while on the way 
from Gubat to Gandul, met a force of 5,000 
rebels at a point nine miles from Gubat, and a 
slight skirmish ensued, ir which one British 
soldier was killed. The rebels then proceeded 
towards Metemneh. The fact that they re- 
frained from attacking the English is believed 
io = be due to. stringent orders to 
reinforce the garrison at Metemneh without 
engaging the English en route. 

Another messenger from Khartoum saya the 
Turkish Bashi Bazouks were traitors, and 
were, therefore. killed when the place was 
captured. It is reported that the Hassanieys 
iribe intend to intercept the route between 
here and Gakdul. 

An Arabian paper publishes an extract from 
a letter from El Mahdi to. Jsman Digna, 
stating that two attem pts to 
cross the White Nile and 
attack Khartoum in the rear were thwarted 
by the deepness of the water ard the want of 
boats. Therefore he is quictly waiting at 
Omdurman the arrival ofthe English army. 
He leaves to Osman Dignathe defense of the 
route from Suakim, thus enabling them to 
cut the retreat of the English by either route. 

THE CANADIAN BOATMEN. 

The Canadian boatmen who went to Egypt 
to help Wolseley’s army up the Nile cataracts, 
have arrived here to take the steamer for home. 
They speak disparagingly of the boats used by 
Lord Wolseley’s expedition in its ae up 
the Nile, and declare that they were decidedly 
too frail for such service. In pulling thera 
over the cataracts it frequently happened that 
their sterns would be torn out, and during the 
escent of the river thirty boats were dam- 
aged so they were no longer fit for use. Ten 
of the voyageur party were drowned in the 
Nile, two others died of fever, and two were 
killed on the railway’ in Egypt. 
The Canadians complain of the 
severe heat of the climate in the Soudan, 
and say they suffered a great deal from sore 
eyes and biisters. They speak-in grateful 
terms of the manner in which they were 
treated by the British officers attached to the 
expedition. 

A FRIEND OF THE MAHDI SPEAKS. 

A document is published here, which pur- 
ports to have been written by an emissary of 
the mahdi, who resides in England. It says 
in effect that the idea of peace 
is agreeable to the mahdi, provided 
it will be of advantage to the Mussulmans. 
The mahdi considers himself bound to follow 
in the footstaps of Mohamet, who had fre- 
quently made treaties of peace with Christians 
end other infidels. The document warns 
England not to compel a general Moslem 
rising, thus opening the gates to a flood which 
would overwhelm the human race. 

Great anxiety is feltat the war office as to 
the position of Colonel Buller’s force at Gabat. 
The mahdi’s reinforeements sent to Metem- 
neh, will increase the force there to 7,500 
men. The rebels have ten long range guns, 
while Buller bas no heavy guns at all. 

GLADSTONE TO DEFEND HIMSELF. 

Gladstone upon assembling of parliament 
to-morrow, will speak in defense of the gov- 
ernment, and more especially in regard to the 
Soudan campaign. 

The powers will sign the Egyptian finance 
agreement to morrow. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, in the house of com- 
mons, will demand the immediate production 
of the agreement. 

TO TEST THE GOVERNMENT'S STRENGTH. 

A conference of the conservative leaders was 
held last night, at which it was decided to 
submit to the house of commons a direct vote 
of censure on the Egyptian policy of the gov- 
ernment, involving a condemnation of its past 
policy, and want of confidence in its futare. 

Eighty of the Canadian voyaguers remain at 
Korti for further service in the Soudan. All 
the cfficers offered to remain until the end of 
the campaign and the offers of three of them, 
Dennison, Kennedy and Neilson, were accept- 
ed. 


German Occupation of Samoa. 

Loxpvon, February 18.—The treaty under 
which Germany has established a protectorate 
over the Samoan or {Navigators’ islands, was 
signed on the tenth of last November at A iB, 
which is the principal port of the Island of 
Opolu, and the capitol of the Samoan group. 
The ostensible object of the treaty is to secure 
good government for the islands. Germany is 
to administer the affairs of the state and court 
fees, fines and revenues from the labor of pri- 
soners ere to be used to defray the expenses of 
the administration.

He assured the deputation that the 
government had no idea to treat the matter in 
any spirit of dry economy. Still, he said, the 
question as to the best method of relief was 
an extremely difficult one.

The failure of the efforts made 
by France torelieve distress.35 years »b 
starting and carrying on vast'public works, was

owever, the home secretary promised, would 
look into the matter closely, and would con- 
sider the advisability of  stimu- 
lating the efforts of the local 
men raay-venns bodies, with a view to affording 
argey temporary relief. In addition to this 
Sir William thought that the government 
might do something in the way of emigration 
by communicating with the British colonial 
authorities. The home secretary added, in

The Arrested Dynamiter’s Mother. 

QUEENSTOWN, February 18,—The police went 
out to Schull, county Cork, where an aged 
widow named Cunningham resides. Theoffi- 
cers declared that the old lady was the mother 
of James Cunningham, the alleged dynamiter 
now under arrest in London, ona they thought 
seme evidence against the son might be fou 
at his mother’s abode. Sothey went to tJb 
miserable little hovel where Mrs. Cunning- 
ham lives and took possession of the 
abode for the purpose of search. The 
woman, besides being old, is ill and decrepit, 
and instead of offering any resistance to the 
officers she was badly faghtened by their visit. 
A thorough ransack of the hovel resulted in 
the discovery of several lettets to Mrs. Cun- 
ningham “from her boy, who was away seek. 
ing hisfortune.” One of these letters was 
written in London. None of them state what 
occupation the writer was following, and none 
were dated since the London explosion.

Paris, February 18.—The students ot Paris 
have issued a protest — the criticisms = 
upon their action in attacking the German so- 
cialists in the funeral procession of Jules 
Valles on Monday. Thoy say that they telt 
compelled, in honor of the youth and man- 
hood of France, to oppose the defiance offered 
by the Germans in flaunting their banner ina 
procession through the streets of Paris. They 
proposed io teach foreigners to beware of re- 
opening wounds that are yet bleeding, and 
they conclude by saying: “For ourselves, we 
desire to bear banners torn with bullets, not 
defiled by mud.”’

The Wonderful Story of a Successful Planter’s Life—

Diekson, long the most prominent farmer in Geor-

THE STORY OF HIS LIFE, 


Mr. Dickson was raised on a farm, and 
while euite young Was a close  obd- 
seryer, and discovered what he considered were 


fatal errors on the part of farmers. He had a great 
love for agricultural pursuits. At twenty-one 
years of age be started with $1,200. In the fourteen 
succeeding years he cleared by merchandising and 
trading $25,000. In 1845 he invested all his means 
in lends, negroes, stock and agric:titaral tools. He 
purchased 266 acres Of land in Mancock county; 
for which he paid from iifty cents to 
two dollars an acre. He was wonderfully suc- 
cesséul as a farmer, and lands about him increased 
greatly in valie. He made money rapidly until 
he owned an immense tractoif land,andat the 
opening of the war he was 
fortune oi half a million dollars, every cent oi 
which wasmade on his plantation. During the 
war be delivered to the confede:ate government 
400 bales of cotton, taking his pay in bonds, which 
were never paid. After the first year of 
the war he planicd no cotion, but raised provis- 
ions for the army, for most of which he received 
no pay, noteven in confederate money. Ile own- 
ed 250 select negroes, who were worth 50 per cent 
mere than the average. Generai Sherman burned

400 bales of cotton for hlm, and toox all his stock 


and a large amount of provisions. His profits 
under the new system of labor 


were smaller, but he has made money every year. 
His plantation embraces thirty thousand acres 
and is well stocked. He has been farming on the 
tenant system forsome years On account of the 
nucerteinty of other labor. In addition to his 
plantation he owned a considcrable amount of 
railroad stocks and other property. Had it not 
been for the war he could easily have amassed a 
property ofa million dellars, He always lived 
well and entertained a great many friends. Mr. 
Diekson wes the author of asmell volume recently 
issued, called ‘‘Bicksoyn’s System of Farming: or, 
how to Farm Successfully.’’ His death occasions 
general regret.

A valnable curiosity can be seen in Squire Col- 
ley’s Office in the shape of a bound volume oi a 
newspaper published in Philadelphia in the year

THE RAILROADS. 


_The railroads are handling enormous quan- 
lities of grain and meat from the west. It is 
being shipped to southeastern points. Fully 
1,000 cars are bandied by all the lines center- 
ing hereevery week. 

Work on the proposed railroad from St. 
Andrew’s Bay, in Florida, to Chipley, is to be 
commenced forthwith, and the incorporators 
believe that the road wil! be in running order 
by June next. The company has secured a 
grant of 257,000 acres of pine land along the 
pospenee route, and has a capital of $1,000,000, 
with Judge Aldrich as president. It is pro- 
pons to settle the territory of this road with 

oreigners, and an immigration agent will be 
sent to Ireland and other parts of Europe. St. 
Andrew’s Bay is.on the Gulf coast, about mid- 
way of the western horn of Florida. The 
country is unsettled, and there is said to be a 
chance for developement. 


TE Conxstirution acknowledges the receipt 
of the “‘Ineuguration folder’ of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railway. The 
folder is @ marvelofthe engraver’s art, and 
represents a “‘united nation” in a double 
sense—united by political good feeling and 
the iron bars of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad. This road runs double 
daily Pullman cars to Washington without 
change, and its time ie the quickest made. A 
historical point is madeon the fact that the 
ast Lenuessee, Virginia and Georgia was the 
route, then just completed, by which southern 
democrats went to the inauguration of their 
last presice nt. 


Atlanta and Columbus, 
From the Rome Conrier. 

A charter bas been obtained and a company 
organized to build a direct railroad from Co- 
lumbus to Atlanta. The company is a strong 
one In means and influence. The Enquirer- 
Sun earnestly advocates the commencement 
of the work and reports increasing interest -in 
the enterprise. As we nadempland it, this road 
s not intended to have any connection with 
ihe narrow-gauge railroad from Columbus to 
Greenville (which is under the control of the 
Central railroad) but is designed to give Colum- 
bus an outlet, which she greatly needs, wholly 
independent of the Central’s system. 

Our readers will doubtless remember that 
we last year interpr. ted the deflection of the 
Columbus and Rome railroad to Greenville as 
an indication thatthe original design of ex- 
tending that roadto Rome had been aband- 
oned. The effort to construct the Columbus 
and Atlanta railroad is another indication of 
the same fact. We do not refer to this by way 
ofcomplaint, but rather to show that our ap- 
prehensions were correct. Neither do we 
blame the people of Columbus for striving to 
avail themselves of any opportunity to rid 
their city and section of the monopoly that 
has soJong and so arbitrarily controlled all 
their means of transportation. 

ihe Columbus and Rome railroad may now 
be considered as unquestionably abandoned— 
that is, ff this new project should be realized 
—because Columbus will secure at Atlanta a 
connection with Rome by two routes. This 
being the case, the obvious policy of our peo- 
je is to try to obtain a connection with the 
‘central system at Carrollton, a distance of but 
little over fifty miles, we believe. It may be 
said of the Central’s great railroad system, a3 
has so often been said of fire, that it 1s “a good 
servant, but a bad master.”” It was a “mas- 
ter’”’ of Columbus, on account of its monopoly, 
and therefore, it was to the- interest 
of that city to escape from its clutches. 
Itcan only be a “servant” of Rome, because 
we have other lines of transportation that will 
prevent its obtaining a monopoly here; and 
its competition may prove an advantage to us,

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besides the securing for Rome of the trade of 


the country between this place and Carrolton. 
We, therelore, think that, in view of the pres- 
ent prospects, the attention of the peal of 
this section should be directed to a connection 
with the Central’s system at Carrollton as one 
of their most desirable and advantageous im- 
provements, '

When Stillman 8. Conant was managing editor 
of the Times, a short time prior to the mysterious 
death of its chief editor, Henry J. Ray- 
mond, his first name was regarded as by no means 
a misnomer. He was the mildest- 
mannered managing editor that ever ordered 
atwo-column article tobe cut down to a para- 
graph. But quiet as his general demeanor was, 
he held the reins firmly and sharply curbed any 
tenéency to undue friskiness on the part of the 
editorial team he was driving, He conla, 
however, take a joke and match it with another. 


One cold night in the winter of 1869 the box in 
which copy for the editor wassent up stairs from 
the publication office suddenly thot up to the ed 
itorial rooms, anda sharp ring of the bell an- 
nounced that it had arrived with somethiug in it.

The 
burn, commenc'ng at the superciliary 
ridges, extended over the frontal, 
parietal, occipital, and entire right tem- 
poral regions; also the right halfof the nose and 
right cheek, including the right ear..

bones were entirely exposed, On May 19, 1885, I 
removed the outer table of both parietal bones. I 
removed all collections of parulent matter from 
beneath the bones, and the healing proces —granu- 
lation—set up in the exposed tissues and continued 
until the covering was complete. During a short 
atsence he passed from under my care, aud on my 
return I found him suffering from erysipelas, due 
to exposure; promptand appropriate treatment, 
however. soon relieved him of this disease. After 
being burned he was poisoued, the eflects of which 
still remain apparent to any one. 

Seon after this he received a second infliction of 
the beking process. Later still he was shot through 
the left index finger. He has, however, worked 
Guring the entire summer—making a crop—and 
that, too, without experiencing any inconvenience 
from the heat. He does not to!erate the eold with 
thesame impunity.

Provisions to Prevent the Barter of White 
Labor. 

Wasuinotoy, February 18.—The house for- 
€ign contract labor bill, as amended and 
passed by the senate to-day, is entitled, “An 
ect to prohibit the importation and migration 


! 
of foreigners and aliens under contract or 
agreement to perform labor in the United 
Stetes, its territories, and the District of 

. It provides that from and 
aiter the passage of this act it shall be 
unlawful for any person, company, partner- 
ship or corporation,in any manner whatsoever, 
lo prepay the transportation, or in any way to 
assist or encourage the importation or migra- 
tion of any-alien oraliens, any foreigner or 
foreigners, into the United 
its territories, r the District of Co- 
lumbia, under contract or agreement, paro! 
or special, express or implied, made previous 
to the importation or migration of such alien 
or aliens, foreigner or foreigners, to perform 
labor in the United States, its territories,or the 
District of Columbia. 

Section two prevides that all contracts or 
agreements of the kind designated, made in 

iolation of this act, shall be utterly void and 
of no eflect. 

Section three provides that for every viola- 
tion of the provisions of section one of this 
act, the person, partnership, company or 
corporation violating the same shall forfeit and 
pay tor every such offense the sum of $1,000, 
which may be sued for and recovered by the 
United States, or by any person whoshall first 
bring hisaction therefor, including any such 
alien or foreigner who nay be a party to sn 
such contract or agreement, as debts of like 

it are now recovered in the circuit courts

DIED AT THE AGE OF i1¢. 


Remarkable Longevity of a Native of North 

Carelina—Sketch of Her Life, 
Witxixetos, Ill., February 13.—< 
umere,”’ as she was familiarly called, or 
sney Cass Wilmore, as her name is seid to 
ave been, died in this city Wednesday, at the 
age ol one hundred andsixteen years. She 
was undoubtedly the oldest person in this 
slate, if not in the United States. 
Her earl history was not clear 
to her until on her deathbed, when her wholt 
life seemed to pass in review before her, and a 
person who was present wrote down her his- 
tory as she related it. She was born about the 
year 1769,in North Carolina. Her father, 
Semuel Cass, then removed to Ehakertown, 
Ky. Her mother’s maiden name was Sally 
Wales, who died at the ageof thirty, leaving 
nine children. 

Her father soon married Nettie. Taylor, by 
whom he had seven children. Of the sixteen 
children all were boys except herself. 

Her last hours were remarkable. She could 
repeat maby hymus and passages of Scripture, 
and although she never could sing before, she 
is said to have sung beautifully on her death- 
bed, and constantly gave utterance to such 
exclamations as these: “I did not know any 
one could be so happy;”’ ‘These are my last 
hours and my sweetest ones;” “I have always 
prayed to die in the triumphs ofa living faith, 
but I never thought it would be so glorious.”
